In our Approach to Limerick, we found 
the Lord Tyrconne/'s Troops about a Mile 
from the Town, encamped near a River, 
where, from their Entrenchments, they made 
a great Fire upon us. The King would have 
paſs'd the River, and attacked them imme- 
diately, but then thought it would be better 
to ſtay till next Morning: But the Enemy 
would not give us the Trouble, for they de- 
camped in the Night, with ſo much Precipi- 
tation, that they left Part of their Baggage 
behind: So we paſs'd without any Reſiſtance, 
and prepared for the Siege of the Place. 
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The Beginning of the Siege gave us all the 
Reaſon 1n the World to hope good Succeſs, 
tho' the Garriſon was numerous, and the 


Place extremely well fortified ; for it was | 


this Place that formerly gave ſuch Obſtruc- 
tion to the Affairs of the famous Cromwell. 
Eight Days after the Trenches were opened, 
they made a Breach in the Place, and had 
batter'd down the Works that defended the 
Countericarp, and ſcemed reſolved to carry 
it, and puthed the Enemy into the Town;

I returned to England, where I was ap- 
pointed by the King one of the Privy Coun- 
cil of the Kingdom of Ireland, which Ho- 
nour gave me much Pleaſure, as I faw my- 
felt mounting to the Step, from which the 
Bigotry of King James had thrown down 
my Grandfather, without any Reaſon. 

A little Time after the King departed from

This News did not immediately reach me, 
and I waited with Impatience for the End of 
the Campaign, hoping my Preſence might 


alter the Counteſs's Deſigns from what ſhe 
wrote laſt: We paſs'd the Time till almoſt 
Winter, with only one conſiderable Action; 


the Duke of Luxembourg the French General, 


being apprized that the Army of the Allies 


Was coming to encamp near D'Acht, and 
that this Morion was made with a Deſign to 
turprize him, during the Time of the March 
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he received Advice that ſome Squadrons of 


our Rear. guard, had appeared within Sight of 
the Army, upon which the General advanc- _ 
ed with ſome of the King's Houſhold Troops, 
and marched up to the Rear-guard, who be- 
ing apprized of his coming, were prepared to 
receive him, the Shock was violent both of 
one Side and the other, and the Engagement 
very bloody; in the End, after a ſmart Con- 
| teſt, our Troops retreated in good Order: Tt 
is true, the French had ſome Advantage in 
that Action, which was owing to the Vigour 
with which the Houſhold Troops attacked 
ours, and the Superiority they had in Num- 
| bers; the Action of Lenſe followed this, after 
| which they ſent the Troops both on one Side 
and the other, into Winter Quarters. 


I was not long arrived in Holland, before 


I was informed of the Countels's fad Fate, 
her Hus band was jealous to the laſt Degree, 


and never left her one Moment while ſhe 
| was in the Country, where he obliged her to 
remain: The Situation in which ſhe was de- 
ſcribed to be, pierced my very Heart, but I 
was not then in a Condition to undertake 
| any Thing for her Relief, otherwiſe than to 


talk as the Motions of Love directed me ; 


it ſignified nothing complaining, I reſolved to 


make no long Stay at that Place, which I 
quitted ſoon after to come to England, and 
endeavoured to cure my ſelf ot that Paſſion. 
It was a Surprize to me, at my Arrival in 
London, to hear of the Diſgrace of my Lord 
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Churchill, who was known by the Title of 
Marl orough; he was ſo much in the King's 
Graces, that we believed it impoſſible to 
turn him out of his Favour; nevertheleſs het 
was obliged to quit all his Employs, his Wife 


was likewiſe ordered to retire, ſhe was a Lady 


ot Honour to the Princeſs of Denmark, and 
was ſuſpected not only of carrying on Intel- 
ligence with King James, but allo of com- 


plaining of the Government of the King, be- 
lieving without Doubt, that they even de- 


ſerved more than the great Benefits he heap- 


ed upon them, | 

i ikewife had a Cauſe of Complaint, in a 
little Time afterwards I ſaw my Lord S;dney 
made Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, a Polt 


which my Family had held, with great Ho- 


nour, a long Time; nevertheleſs, I would 


not {hew any Jealoufy, knowing that the 
King conſidered and recompenſed the Merit 
of every one, with a Juſtice worthy of the 
great Light he appeared in; and not long 
after he made me a Recompence, by giving 
me the Poſt of Major-General of all the Engliſb 
Horſe, which I commanded in Flanders the 
next Campaign. 19 ao; Sat 
Soon after I followed the King when he 
went to Holland, and in a little Time to 
Flanaers, to appear at the Head of the Ar- 


my; the great Preparations which were made 
for that Campaign, both by Land and Sea, | 


gave us Hopes that it would not end fo 


guictly as the laſt: When we arrived at the 


Army, 


Army, the King heard that his Father in Law 
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bad an Intention to make another Deſcent 
on England; for which Reaſon, and to tempt 
the People, he promiſed them a general Am- 
neſty, and an Exemption from divers Taxes; 
but I may venture to ſay, that he carried his 
Point no more by that Amneſty, than by his 
other Actions, and the King Nee this 


] News only as an Opening. 


But, in Effect, when he heard that King 
Feng was making Preparations for a De- 
| ſcent, (tho? the Victory the Fleet of the Al- 
| lies had got over their Enemies, had a little 
damp'd the Spirits of King James) he gave 


all neceſſary Orders for that Affair. 


The Fleet of the Allies being joined, made 
all the Sail they could to the Coaſt of Bar- 


eur; after two Days failing, they perceived 
the French Fleet coming up to theirs, about 


three Leagues off, the French had the Ad- 


| vantage of the Wind, and immediately pre- 


pared to attack the Allies, who without any 
Delay, ranged themſelves i in a Line of Battle, 
and reſolved to wait their Motions; the 

Battle began with great Violence about Ele- 
ven o' Clock, and "laſted tor three Hours, 
when they were obliged to part by a Calm; 

in {fix Hours Time the Fight was renewed, 
and did not end till the next Morning; the 
French had ſome Diſadvantage even at the 
firſt, and it would have been well for them 
it it had gone no further, the French Fleet 
was diſpoſed into three Parts, and the 8

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made three Parties of theirs to purſue the 
three of the Enemies, and recovered ſix Veſ- 
ſels, which they carried without Reſiſtance 
to rhe Hague, and burat ſix others, and ſome 
Merchant Men, which they found in the“

and the Allies obtained an entire Victory, 
and repayed, with Intereſt, what they had Þ 
loft the Year before, and took away the Sul- Þ

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Enemies; in the mean time the Duke had got 
before us, and poſted himſelf between 
Enguien and Steinkirk, the King, who deſir'd 
but to attack them, diſpos'd every thing for 
the Deſizn; he gave the Command of the 
Advance Guard of the Army to the Duke of 


Mirtemberg, who fo ſoon as he arriv'd within 


View of the Enemy began the Skirmiſh, and 
they Cannonaded one another reciprocally ; 
a little after this, the whole Army was 


engag'd, and the Duke of ¶irtemberg puſh'd 
the Enemy fo vigoroully with his Foot, that 


he drove them back, and took ſeveral pieces 
of Cannon. . 2 

The Heat of the Battle was not over be- 
fore Night, and the Enemy made ſeveral ex- 
traordinary Efforts to get all the Advantage 


they could; they were in this Situation when 


Marſhal Bonſflers, who encamp'd two Leagues 
from the Duke of Luxembourg, arriv'd with 
ſome freſh Troops, and ſome heavy Cannon, 
the King took the Advantage of retiring trom 
this Reinforcement, and the Night approach- 
ing, reſolv'd to retire in good Order. 

The Horſe could not do much in this Ac- 


tion by reaſon of the Badneſs of the Ground 
they were upon, at which I was not a little 
_ Chagrin'd, becauſe I thought this Time to 


make Reparation for the Battle of Fleurus; 


during our Retreat, the Enemy follow'd us 


for ſome time, but finding it to no purpoſe, 
they made a Halt and then retreated to their 
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Our Army. came off with ſome Diſadvan- 
tage, the Battle was rude and bloody, and 


there were many Officers both on one ſide F 
and the other, kid and wounded. The King 


was all Day in the Action, yet received never 
a Wound, tho? he took no more Care of him- 
ſelf titan the meaneſt Soldier. | 


It was upon this Occaſion, that rhe Duke 


of Berwick (ſince General of France) began | 


to be taken Notice of as a good Soldier, he 
behaved through the whole Affair like a Man 
of Courage, and prov'd that he would one 
Day be (as we have ſince ſeen) one of the 
Beſt Generals in Irance. „ 
Ihe Duke of Luxembourg made a Speech 
to the King on this grand Subject, and that 


General very well knew how to form a right Þ 


Judgment of things. The Marqueſs Villars 
diſtinguiſh'd himfelt likewiſe; as for me TI 
was almoſt mad, at the Diſadvantage we were 
at, by the Inaction of our Cavalry, but we 
made amends for it before it was long. 
Very little after paſs'd that Campaign, 
tho? the King did not fail to ſtrive for a ſecond 
Engagement with the Enemy, but he could 
not accompliſh that Deſign without forfeiting 

the Character of a prudent General; but the 
bad Seaſon of the Year advancing, he left the 


Army to go to the Hague, whither I followed 


him. £9 

The Horrors of the War could not make 

me quite forget the Delights of Love; as ſoon 

as I arriv'd in Holland, I could not torbear 
| egnquiring 
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enquiring after my fair Counteſs, and was 
told that ſhe was come to the Hague, but that 
I ſhould ſcarcely know her, ſhe was ſo wore 
away, by the Torments ſhe had ſuffer'd on 
Account of her Husband's Jealouſy.

happy as you ſee, for I could not haye any 


Attection for my Husband, neither did his

arrived about Noon within Sight of our 
Camp; the King of England imagining, by 
this ſudden March, that he had a Deſign to 
ſurprize us, kept the Army the whole Night 
in Order of Battle, which having paſsd in 
that Manner, about Break of Day we dil- 
covered the Enemy in two Lines, and by 
Sun-riſe, they found a Welcome from our 
Cannon, which then began to fire upon them ; 
during two Hours it was to no Purpoſe, but 
about Seven in the Morning, the French ad- 
vanced to our right Wing, and the Battle 
began in good Earneſt, 3 . 
We were attacked in many Places, and 
they were attacked in as many; the French 
perceiving they could not force our right 
Wing, immediately turned upon the Left, 
but there, tho' they were vigorouſly repulſed, 
yet their Attack was more favourable to 
them, their Horſe advancing in great Num- 
bers, drove back our Foot; the King advanc- 
ed with freſh Troops to aſſiſt thoſe who gave 
Ground. I alſo advanced to ſuſtain the weak

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Diſorder before I could get to their Aſſiſt- 
ance; and upon this Occaſion I found I was 
obliged to charge thro” the French; the Troops 
I commanded behaved with the greateſt 
Bravery, and charged ſo fiercely into them, 
that we found ourſelves ſurrounded ; the Kin 


finding the French to have the Advantage, 
gave Orders for a Retreat, which was ſo well 
done by our Generals, that the Enemy could

This Battle ended the Campaign; and the

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All this Winter paſs'd in Buſineſs, and ne- 
ceſſary Preparations for the approaching

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The Death of the Queen of England hap- 
pened ſoonafter our Return to London, which 
put the Nation in a general Conſternation, 
who were not prepared for ſo harſh a Stroke. 
A Sickneſs of eight Days carried off this 
Queen in her Youth, who was beloved by 
the Nation in general, the Delight of the 
People, the Comfort of the Afflicted, and who 
* {ſhould not have died, if Virtue could have 
ſaved her from the Grave. 

Her Diſtemper appeared fatal from the firſt 
Moment ; the Love which the King bore to 
that Princeſs, was equal to her Merits, and 
the Love and Tenderneſs which ſhe bore 
him ; he went to her Chamber, which he 
never quitted during her Illneſs. The ſixth 
Day finding her Diſtemper increaſe, ſhe re- 
ceived the Communion from the Hands of 
the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, accompanied 
by nine other Biſhops, before whom ſhe gave 
Marks of Piety beyond Example. 33 
Some little Time after, being ſenſible by 
her Weakneſs increaſing, that ſhe had not 
long to live, ſhe took Leave of the King her 
Husband, who had not yet quitted her; that 
mournful Scene drew Tears from all the At- 
tendants ; as there was not a more happy 
Pair than their Majeſties, you may imagine 
how tender and ſenſible their parting muſt 
be: From that Moment ſhe loſt all Know- 
ledge, and gave up the Ghoſt about One in 
the Morning.

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The Conſtancy and Firmneſs which never 
before abandoned the King in the greateſt 
Dangers, ſeemed to have left him at that In- 
ſtant; he did nothing but ſigh, and perfectly 
fainted away: I would not leave the Prince, 


Queen died, 
and the Phyſicians judged it proper to have 
him let Blood, fearing that he could not ſur- 
vive his Grief: As ſoon as he came to him- 
ſelf, they begg'd him to have ſome Regard 


to his Health, on Account of himſelf, his Þ 
People, and the States, the Preſervation of 


which Heaven had put into his ſacred Hands. 
The Sorrow for the Queen's Death was 
ſoon ſpread all over Loudon, and all the World 


ſhew'd an Affliction that could ſcarce be

mark'd, that he had ſerved in Flanders againſt | 
the French in Favour of the Houſe of Auſtria, 


and hoped that he would not now heſitate 
to declare for the fame Houſe againſt France ; 
and that the Deſign of the Queen who had 
truſted me with her Forces, added I, as well 
as of the States General, was no other than to 
maintain the Rights of the Houſe of Auſtria:

A Spaniſh Squadron commanded by a 
Major General, oppoſed us firſt ; but his 
Raſhneſs coſt him his Life; he advanced about 
thirty Paces before his Men, who ſeeing 
themſelves without a General, retired after 


{ome Skirmiſhing, in which they loſt ſeveral 
Officers; it ſeemed that he who had the 


Command of the Squadron, came with a De- 


ſign to unhorſe me, but he was unfortunate 


in his Deſign. 


I drew off the ſame Day with Part of the 


Army towards Rota, the reſt I ſent by Sea ; 
and we took Poſſeſſion in the Name of the 


Emperor, and in the mean time, the reſt of 
the Army diſembarked ; two Days after the 
Forces being aſſembled, I march'd in four 


Columns, a Party of Spaniards obſerved us 


Step by Step, but notwithſtanding the many 
_ diſcharges he fired on us, it did not ſo much 


hurt, as the Loſs we ſuſtained by the Hear of 
the Sun, which was inſupportable in the 


gravelly and narrow Ways; in fo much that 
158 je ſeveral 
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ſeveral of our Soldiers died in this March; 
in four Days time we took two Towns, and 
the Fort of St. Catherines; the Garriſon of 
which ſurrendered -at Diſcretion, the Gover- 
nor fled, and the Soldiers were made Priſo— 
ners ; though according tothe Rules of War, 
they deſerved to be put to the Sword: I per- 


mitted the Soldiers to eat and drink in the 


Villages, and ſome that exceeded this Com- 
miſſion, and began to plunder, were hang'd 
upon the ſpot; and I put the Lieutenant Gene- 


ral under an Arreſt, for not hindering his 


Troops in committing the like Hoſtilities. 
As I had made myſelf Maſter of theſe 
three Places, and with the Loſs of but few of 


my Men, it was refolved by a Council of 
War, which I had called, to attack the Fort 
of Aatagerda, the better to facilitate the 
Siege of Cadis; to that End, Tordered three 


thouſand Men to erect the Batteries againſt 


it, but we found the Earth fo bad and fo 
Marly, that after we had made ſeveral vain 
Attempts, we were obliged to quit it as im- 
poſſible. The Troops which I commanded 
on this Attack, were ſadly maul'd by the 
Cannon of the Fort and of the Galleys. I 
perceiving that we could not ſucceed in this 


Enterprize, and having better Deſigns in 
View, I embark'd the Troops, after having 


called another Council, and we bore away 
to the Coaſt of Vigo. ; |

told us, that Monſieur de Chateau Renard was 
arrived at Vigo with a Squadron of French 
Men of War and the Plate Fleet; Sir George 
| Rooke the Engliſh Admiral, and the Dutch 
Admiral ſhewed much Joy at this News, 
on which we immediately called a Council, 
and came to a Reſolution to attack, and if 
| poſſibly deſtroy the Veſſels; upon which Re- 


| ſolution, we bore away to that Coaſt, and 
entered the Port of Vigo, notwithſtanding 


the prodigious Fire of the Enemies; *cis true, 
that a favourable Fog aroſe, which hinder- 
ed them from diſcovering our Fleet before 
we were pretty near them; the French Veſſels 
and the Galleons were in the narrow Paſſage, 
they had the Caſtle and Platforms on one 


Side, under the Cannon of which they could 


the better defend themſelves againſt our 
DF 
It appearing to be a difficult Enterprize, 


we called a Council, where it was reſolved 


that we ſhould detach five Eugliſb Veſſels and 
ten Dutch ones, with all the Fireſhips which 
attended the Fleet; becauſe it would be run- 
ning too great a Riſque to attack them all at 
once; that the Bomb Veſſels ſhould follow in 
the Rear-guard of the Fleet; and the great 
Veſſels be ready to enter if it was neceſſary; 
we reſolved roo, that the Army ſhould land 
and attack the Fort which was in the middle 
of the Rondodello; accordingly I landed with 


two thouſand Men, about half way up the 


River; and I commanded the Grenadiers to 
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march under my Lord Viſcount Shannon, di- 
rectly tothe Fort that defended the Entrance 
of the Port; there were about eight thouſand 
Men in the Fort and the Mountains, but 
when our Troops advanced, they retired in 
great Haſte after ſome Skirmiſhes, and our 
Grenadiers got one of their Batteries; the o- 
thers ſeeing themſelves repulicd on ſeveral 
Sides, retired into a Caſtle called the Tower 
of St. Peter, trom whence they ſallied upon 
us ſcveral times, and having opened the Gate 
for that purpoſe, the Grenadiers entered the 
Caſtle by Force, and made themſelves Maſters 
thereof.

A the Veſſels that were neareſt the Enemy, 
broke their Cables and came up with them, 
receiving all their Fire, they attack'd them 
ntowithſtanding with all the Bravery ima- 
ginable, and paſs'd in ſpite of all their Efforts 
the Bomb which they had made with their 
Cables, Chains, and other Implements ; at the 


ſame time J attack'd the Fort, and the Noiſe

I received a Letter ſoon after from Mar- 
ſhal Villars; by which he informed me, that 
he was told Qyeſnoy was inveſted, and that 
a Party of my Troops were employed againſt 
it, and that he had received Orders from the 
King his Maſter, to know of me if that was 
true; he added, that a Courier went from 


Paris to London but the Morning before, 
that carried the Anſwer of the Court of 


Spain, which he believed would be ſuffici-

My Anſwer was, that I would make him 
Judge of my Conduct; tho? it was true that 


I could not prevent the Siege of Queſuoy, I 
had only furniſhed the Troops which were 


Part paid by the States, but that there was 
not ſo much as one Man of her Majeſty's 
amongſt them; and when the Trenches were 
opened, I thought that the Siege 1 . 
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break the Mcaſures concerted between our 
Princes; I finiſh'd my Letter, by expreſfing 
to him my Surprize, at being informed, that 
the Duke of Wirtemberg had ſaid by his 
Trumpet, that the Eugliſb and French bore 
no ill Will to one another, and that his Or- 
ders and mine expreſs'd ſo: I told him to 
be more circumſpect. EO 
The Marſhal did not fail to write to me 
next Morning; he told me, that as to the 
Trumpet ſent by the Duke of Wirtemberg, 
it was a meer Invention, to give Credit to 
the Gazettes, one of which had affirmed, 
that I had ſhewn' Prince Eugene the Orders 
which had engaged me not to undertake the 
laſt Enterprize; in fine, he told me, that he 
would let me know, if the Troops which T 
commanded, ſhould ever chance to act any 
E e, 
I Was preparing to anſwer him, when there 
arrived an Expreſs, with two Letters from 
Mr. Secretary &. John; he told me in the 
| lieft, that the Reports which had been ſpread 
abroad in England and Holland, had alarm'd 
the Whigs, who were ſpirited up by the 
Huch, and had been the Cauſe of a great 
Deal f Trouble to the Queen; that her Or- 
ders were the Reſult of juſt Conſiderations, 
and that I had ſhewn a Spirit worthy of me, 
in following them ſo exactly; her Majeſty, 
cFontinued he, approved of your Propoſition, 
in keeping your Camp to cover the Siege of 
Iuleſuoy, and in caſe the other Allies .

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but you may make ſome Pretext to ſend a 
Trumpet to Marſhal Villars, to inform him 
of the State of Affairs, and to let him know, 
that Things can't remain in this Uncertainty 
| for four or five Days, in which Time you'll 
| certainly receive the News of a Peace, and

' Eugene, but that I ſhould do nothing, if, be-

The ſecond contained a Relation of what 
had paſs'd on that Head, in the two Houſes 
of Parliament: The Dulch, ſays he, do not 
ſtick to publiſh, to animate their Partizans, 
that you had declared to Prince Eugene, and 
the States Deputies, that it was impoſſible 
for you to join with them, to attack the 
Enemy, tho? you yery well knew that you 
could do it with Advantage; nay, they ſay, 
added he, that you have ſhewn the Orders 
by which the Queen obliged you to continue 
in a State of Inaction; and at this News 
there was a great Murmuring among the 
People, by the Inſinuations the Whigs, to- 
gether with the Hollanders, gave to theſe 
Reports. EY 1 of 
The Parliament was agitated different 
Ways; my Lord Hallifax let forth the ill 
Conſequences of ſuch a Conduct, and con- 
cluded with a Propofal of, preſenting an Ad- 
| dreſs to her Majeſty, to ratify the firſt Or- 
ders, to recal thoſe ſhe had given me not to 
act, and to give Command that I ſhould act 
33 82 againſt 
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againſt the Enemy, in Conjunction with the 
Allies : Several Lords ſeconded the Propo- 
ſition, but it did not go without a Reply. 
My Lord Treaſurer anſwered in few Words, 
and ſaid, that this Propoſition was contrary 
to the Prerogative of the Crown: If, ſaid he, 
he hath refuſed to act offenſively, I don't 
doubt but he has proceeded conformable to 
| the Orders and Inſtructions of her Majeſty ; 
neither would it be Prudence, continued he, 
to risk Battle, when you are upon the Point 
of concluding an honourable Peace ; the Duke 
of Argyle approved this Speech of my Lord 
Treaſurer; notwithſtanding the Queſtion 
was put, as my Lord Hallifax propoſed, 
Whether they ſhould prefent an Addreſs to 
Her Majeſty, to pray her to ſend the Houſe a 
Copy of the Order which was ſent to you, 
and which prevented you from attacking the 
Enemy, when Occaſion offered, jointly with 
the Allies: But notwithſtanding theſe Diſ- 
turbances of the Whigs, my Lord Treaſurer's 
Speech, and that of the Duke of Argyle were 
ſo juſt, that the Queſtion was rejected unani- 
moully. 15 e . 
Atter this, the Earl of ôtrafford, who was 
employed in a Negociation at Utrecht, ſaid, 
that the Houſe had better examine the Ne- 
gociations at the Hague; for which he would 
communicate the Obſervations which he had 
made in Holland; and concluded, that they 
would not fail to preſent an Addreſs to her 
Majeſty, to pray her to communicate to the 
) Houſe 
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Houſe the Papers that were uſed in thoſe 
Negotiations, which paſs'd without Oppoſi- 
tion, and was reſolved on accordingly. 

But the Whigs who had voted againſt 
your lying ſtill, and for the Addreſs which 
they would have preſented to the Queen, 
ſeeing their wicked Intentions deſtroyed, 


proteſted againſt the Reſolution they had 


taken. 


The ſame Queitions were debated in the 


Houſe of Commons, and with the ſame Suc- 


ceſs as the Lords: They rejected the firſt 
Propoſition, a&ontrary to the Royal Autho- 
rity, and tending to the Effuſion of much 
Blood, of which they ſhould not be prodi- 

al ; and it was reſolved to repreſent to her 
. that the Houſe had an entire Con- 


Parliament the Conditions of Peace, when 


they ſhould be concluded on, and hoped that 


her Majeſty would obtain a ſure and honour- 


able Peace, againſt all Perſons who would 


any Ways hurt her Realm or Dignity. 


This Reſolution was accordingly preſent- 


ed to the Queen, who anſwered it in the moſt 


gracious Terms ; and much to their Satis- 


faction, ſhe promiſed them to communicate 
to the Parliament the Conditions of Peace. 

In the ſame Cover was a Letter to the 
Marquis de Torcy, from the ſaid Mr. Secre- 


tary St. John, telling him, that notwith- 
ſtanding the Efforts of the States General, 


their 
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their Remonſtrances would have no other Et- 


fect on her Majeſty, than to renew the ſaine 
Orders; and in Cale the Allies perſitted in 


their Deſign of a Siege, the Queen's Army 
ſhould nor join with them in that Point: 


But 1 deſired nevertheleſs that Marſhal Vil- 


lars would not undertake any Thing againſt 
the Allies, nor oblige me to come to Action, 
for that her Majeſty only waited the Media- 
tion of the moſt Chriltian King, and the An- 


twer of King Philip, without which ſhe 
would give Orders to purlug, the War with 


the utmoſt Vigour. ws 

He ordered me to ſend this Letter to 
Marſhal Hillars, in Cate the Allies ſhould be 
reſolved to undertake any Thing without 
my Conſent; which 1 did, becauſe they 
would not defer the Siege: The Marſhal an- 
iwered me next Morning; 


do any Thing againſt Prince Eugene: The 


lame Day two of the States Deputies arriv- 
«© from the Hague, with lome ſecret Com- 


mation to the Army, and arterthey had had a 
long Conference with the Prince, and the 


| other Deputies; they came to me; one of 


them began telling me, that the States had al- 
ways lad the fame Veneration for the Queen, 
of which they had given ſufficient Proots, and 
ihould be ready on all Qccaſions, tho? they 


were zpprehenlive that ſome Body had done 
them tome ill Offices with her Majeſty, by 


repre» 


tho! he was ex- 
tremely mortified at their undertaking the 
Siege; nevertheleſs, he was reſolved not to 
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repreſenting the States as too much attach'd 
to the Whig Party; they begg'd me to in- 
form her Majeſty to the contrary, and men- 
tioned their Intention of ſending an extraor- 
dinary Deputation to her Majeſty ; they then 
{poke to me of the Siege of Queſnoy, and ask'd 
me if I would furniſh a Number of Troops 
for that Enterprize. 
I told them I would do all they demand- 
ed, and that I would furniſh them ſhortly ; 
they then demanded of me, if I would cover 
their Troops during the Siege, which 1 
promiſed to do till I received treſh Orders. 
This Anſwer engaged them mightily ; and 

I demanded if they would afford me Succours, 

in Caſe the French ſhould come and attack 
me, which they promiſed upon the fame 

Conditions. Thus the Deputies, who but 

ſome few Days before took too much Liberty 

in ſpeaking of the Conduct of England, now 

made all the Excuſes imaginable, ſo effectual- 
ly were they changect. 

As ſoon as I had received rhe News of 
what had paſs'd in Parliament, I lent to Mon- 
ſieur Bulau, General of the Troops of Hauo- 
der, who came to me next Morning; he told 
me, that he had in ſome Meaſure ſatisfied 
the Dutch, and that the Elector of Hanover 
his Maſter would not do any Thing bur in 
Concert with the Queen; and that, in Fact, 
the foreign Troops began to change their 


Language. 
4 Things 
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Things were on this Footing, when I had 
Advice that the Dutch had made a Propoſal 
to the Marquis de Torci, of a particular Ne- 
gotiation with France, excluſive of England, 
by repreſenting the great Advantage that 


France would reap from ſuch a Treaty: But 


tho” they ſeemed not to hearken to their Pro- 
poſitions, all this rendered them more ſuſpect- 
ed by our Court. 


By a Letter from my Lord Privy Seal, Iwas 


informꝰd, that after having many Conferences, 
he found it impoſſible to make the Miniſters 


of the States General form a Plan of Peace 


_ conjointly with the Emngli/b ; and tho? her 


Majeſty earneſtly deſired it, they ſtill refuſed 
taking the ſame Meaſures as her : And I was 
to declare to them, that their Engagements 
were not formed on any expreſs Condirions, 


and that ſhe believed herſelf free to act with- 


out them. 7 
Four Days after, an Expreſs brought me a 
Letter from Mr. Secretary St. John; in which 


he expreſs'd to me the great Satisfaction her 
Majeſty had in the exact Obedience with 
which I had executed her Orders. In the 


Cover of this Letter, he had put the Copies 


of two others, and a Memorial ſent to Eng- 


land by the Marquis Torci, which contained 
Propoſals for a Suſpenſion of Arms, for two 


Months, between the Armies of the two 
Kingdoms, in the Low Countries, until King 


Philip ſhould ſign his Renounciation to the

And further, he told me, that her Majeſty 
would no longer leave Things thus; that {he 
accepted the Propoſitions they had ſent, 
which were ſent to be ſigned by the Marquis 
de Torcy; and that I was to be put into Poſ- 
ſeſſion of Dunkirk; and that I need not be 
afraid to avow this publickly: But that if 
theſe Propofals were rejected, that nothing 
more ſhould reſtrain me, and that I might 


freely take what Meaſures I judged moſt 
proper to annoy the Enemy: He ended by 


deſiring me to write to Marſhal Villar, 


| for that my Conduct would depend on the 
Reſolutions that France ſhould take on the 


aTOreland , 2 es; 
I immediately ſent a Trumpet to the Mar- 


ſhal, from whom I received ſome few Days 


after a Copy of the Articles, with the Origi- 
nal, which was ſigned by the Marquis de 
Torcy, according to the Queen's Demand : 
Upon which I ordered ten Battalions, under 


the Command of the Earl of Orkney, to go 


and take Poſſeſſion of, Dunkirk, 
The ſame Day I wrote to Monſieur Vil- 


lars, to inform him that I could wiſh the 
Marquis Torcy had alſo ſigned the Copy of

notwithſtanding, I told him I did not fe d 


that to retard the. Execution of ſuch an im-

it, that I had had ſuch Orders, as would by 


no Means permit me to do it: ] told cd 


that France had agreed with the Queea to the 


Articles, to deſire a Suſpenſion of Arms. 
And among other Things to yield Dun- 


kirk to us; for which Reaſon I could not pro- 


miſe to cover the Siege of Pueſnoy ; and I 
was, obliged to march with the Queen's 
Troops, and thoſe that were in her Pay, to 
publiſh a Suſpenſion of Arms, upon the yield- 
ing up of Dunkirk : J hope, ſaid I, that you 
will lend a helping Hand, the more willingly, 


becauſe it is as much tor your Intereſt as the 


Queen's, to enter into the Fan en of

The Deputies demanded five Days Time, 
to conſult their Maſters upon ſo important. 
an Aflair: To which I told them 1 would 


agree, if they would quit the Siege, which 


very much preſs'd; but as they would not, 
I gave 
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I gave them only three Days, tho? that De- 
lay was contrary to my Orders, and which J 


could not anſwer to France, tho? they ſhould 


deliver Dunkirk in the mean Time : They 
told me, that they would not permit any of 
our Troops to paſs thro” their Towns, to go 
and take Poſſeſſion of that Place, and com- 
plained very much that my Departure with 
the Queen's Troops, and thoſe that were in 
her Pay, would leave them very much ex- 
poſed to the Mercy of France; adding, that 
they were well aſſured that the foreign Troops 
could not follow me. . 


They accordingly took all the Methods 
they could, to perſuade them not: I went to 


the General of the foreign Troops, who re- 
fuſed taking Part with ber Majeſty, as well 
as Monſieur Bulau, and I found whenever I 


renewed that Diſcourſe, they ſeemed quite 
unwilling to engage in it; they excuſed them- 


ſelves one and all, and made an Objection, 


that they thought they conld not anſwer 
drawing off from the Allies, without the ex- 


preſs Orders of their Maſters, and for that 


very Reaſon they would ſend Courters. I 


ſill alledg'd all the Reaſons I could, and in- 


ſiſted on our Side, that by the Orders I had 


received from the Queen, and the Engage- 
ments they were in to her, that they ought 
to obey her; nay, that their General owed 


her an abſolute Submiſſion: And then I re- 


preſented to them the ill Conſequences that 


would ariſe from ſuch a Refuſal; but nothing 


T 2 could 
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could change their Refolution; and J per- 
ceiving that they were determined to follow 
no Orders but thoſe of the Prince and the 
Deputies, I countermanded the Detachment 
I had ordered to Dazkzrk, and ſent the Re- 
ſult of this Conference the lame Day to Mar- 
{hal Villars, deſiring him to let me know 
particularly in what Manner Dunkirk was to 
be put into the Hands of our Troops, in 
Cate they ſhould draw off without the Auxi- 
liarics, whom I foreſaw would make ſome 
Dicchculties in following me. Von 
I judged this Precaution to be the more 
neceſſary, as I was not thoroughly aſſured 
whether he would give it up or no; and as 
the Suſpenſion of Arms was not general thro? 
all the Army, but only thoſe Troops of her 
Majeſty in particular: After J had taken all 
theſe proper Precautions, I waited his Anſwer 
to determine my Reſolves; when J received 
a Letter from Mr. Secretary 6. John, who 
bid me take the very ſame Meaſures; adding, 
that if France would not agree to her Ma- 
jeſty's Propoſals in every Thing, I was at Li- 
berty to act againſt her as an Enemy, 
In the mean Time I was very much em- 
barraſs'd, ſuppoſing that Marſhal Villars 
mould give me a ſatisfactory Anſwer ; and

Tho? I met with ſo much Trouble in the 
Army, yet I could not eſcape Cenſure in

was a Peace lo advantageous and glorious to 


the Nation, and attributed all the wrong 
Steps that happened toi my Attachment to 


the Court; my Brother wrote me Word of 


all that paſs'd on this Subject, and among 
the reſt, of a perſonal Quarrel that happened 


between the Duke of Marlborough and the 


Lord Powlet, Lord Chamberlain to the 
Queen.

be Duke of Marlborough let flip ſome 
Words, that this ſhewed the Difference be- 
tween his commanding and mine. I ſhall 


not enter into Particulars on that Subject 


myſelf; let my Actions be put to the Teſt, 


and ſpeak for me. 


But to come to the Quarrel; theſe Words 


of the Duke of Marlborough did not reſt 
without a Reply; the Earl of Powler on the 


other Hand told him I was as fit as he for a 
General. either in a Field of Battle, or before

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advanced nothing but what he was able to 

rove; this was more than the Duke could 
3 he ſent my Lord Mohun to him the 
ſame Day to tell him he waited for him to 
prove what he advanced, but it came ſome

My Brother informed me alſo of divers other 
| Particulars which happened in Parliament, 
which wouid be too long to mention here; 
I ſhall only ſay, that the Efforts of the Whigs 
and the Hollauders were all vain, and the 
Queen ſtill continued anxious to give Peace 
to Europe notwithſtanding their ill Intentions. 
Alt length the Anſwer which I expected 
from Marſhal Villars arrived; a Trumpet 
from him came to acquaint me, that he had 
ſent a Courier to his Court on the Subject of 
my laſt Letter; and that he waited the Re- 
turn thereof; he told me, that his Court had 
{ent Orders to the Lieutenant General, who 
commanded in Dunkirk, to deliver up that 
Place; and he did not doubt but their Inſtru- 
Qtions were given in ſuch a Manner, that I 
ſhould ſoon know that they had wholly agreed 
to a Suſpenſion of Arms, which he told me 
ſhould commence immediately ; he concluded 
his Letter to me by obſerving, that without 
doubt his Maſter would be much ſurprized, 
to find that the Auxiliary Troops made any

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gene, adding, that he was ſurprized, that 
thoſe Troops ſhould rather hazard their Lives 
with the Dutch, than to be free from all Dan- 
ger in following the Commands of the 
Queen.

EF Two Days after Marſhal Villars ſent me 
| Monſieur de Torcy's Anſwer to Mr. Secretary 
St. John, the Contents of which were, that 
the King would not content to give up Dun- 
| tirk, unleſs the whole Number of 'Froops in 
the Queen's Pay, complied with the Orders 
touching the Ceſſation of Arms; and made 
this Reflection, that Prince Eugene would be 


left ſole General at the Head of a numerous

During the time I was thus employed, I 
diſpatched an Expreſs to England upon all 
that had paſſed; and I received a Letter from 
Mr. Secretary St. Fohn, who told me, that the 
Courier was returned from France with the 


King's Conſent, which was very fatisfaQtory 


to the Queen; and that if J found any Diffi- 


5 culty in going to take Poſſeſſion of Dunbirł. 
that he would take proper Meaſures to ſend

after theſe Excuſes, the ſame Difficulties

But not content with this, they did what 
made me believe it ſt ill more: I had diſpatch'd 
Capt. Hart to Hngland, and when he came to 
Haſpres, the Imperialiſts would not let him 
paſs chroꝰ that Place; they told him it was 
N ight, and he could not be examined: 80 
that he was obliged to go back and ſtay til 
next Morning; when he arrived at -Gourtray, 
he took a Guide to conduct him to Bruges

Sir, replied I, with the ſame Pleaſure that

The next Day we ſent out for Rome; Car-

received their Compliments to him, and re- 
turned them Thanks, telling them he would 
ſhortly fix a Time and Ceremonial to receive 
the Viſits of their Eminencies.

one another, have given reciprocal Marks of 
a a cordial Affection, and by a firm Friendſhip,

Means have ſtrengthened themſelves for the 


great Blow they have deſigned, 


Is it not more for the Intereſt of the Kin 


of Spain, faid they, to be firm Maſter of his 


own Kingdom, and cultivate a Friendſhip 
with the Engliſb more than any other Nation, 


according to the old common Proverb of 
| Spain, Peace with England, and War with 
| all the World beſides * Is not the King of 
Hain engaged to defend his Coods and Poſ- 
ſeſſions by the moſt ſolemn Treaties? But 
all this Diſcourſe could not prevent the De- 
| ſigns that were on Foot. 


The Government of England, that is, even 


the whole Nation, were not content to cry 
| out againſt Spain only, they likewiſe upbraid- 
ed the Emperor. Is not this, ſaid they, the 
very Emperor whom we have ſupported, and 
ſaved from the Hands of his Enemies? Is 
not this he, whom our Force, our Fleets and 
our Treaſure have confirmed on the Throne 
| of Spain, at a Time when the greateſt Dan- 
gers invironed the Imperial Houſe of Vienna? 
Is not this the Emperor, who owes the Pre- 
| ſervatioa of his Imperial Dominions, nay,

All Things being reſolved upon, the Court 


of Spain ſent an Army before Gibraltar, to

ed to hear how the Emperor and France were 


diſpoſed, and for their open Declaration, and 
till the Scots Highlanders had taken up Arms 
on his Behalf; but the Emperor baulk'd the 


good Opinion they had of him, and accord- 


og to the Example which the Freneh had ſet 


him, remained in Tranquility, and left Spain 


alone to undertake the Enterprize. 


The Army which was before Gibraltar, 
continued the Siege, notwithſtanding the Se- 


verities that they met with, but they were 
in no Ways capable of taking the Place, nor 
could all the Power of Spain effect it: In ſhort, 
our Affairs were brought to a very low Con- 
dition, and all our Hopes vaniſh'd in Smoke, 
which would not have been, if the Court ot 


| Vienna had not abandoned our Party; tho“ 
the Death of K. George happening about that 
No fb Time, 
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that he ſhould come immediately to Spain, 
and that he ſhould come by Avignon, where 
| the Duke of Mbharton was, and who, upon 
this News would join him: The Duke was to 
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Time, gave us once more an Opportunity of 
putting in Execution our grand Deſign. 

I ſaw plainly, after we had loſt fo fair an 
Occaſion, that I had got nothing to hope from 
Foreigners to eſtabliſn the Chevalier, and 
that T had no other Hopes than truſting to 
the Engliſb themſelves, and that in the ſame 
Manner as they did to King Charles, after 
the Death of Oliver Cromwell. 


The Chevalier was inform'd at Avignon of 


all the Attempts in his Favour; he received 
the News in a Manner truly heroick, tho? 
he was abandoned by all the World: Not- 


withſtanding which, they would not let him 


be quiet at Avignon; France and England 


drove him out of that Village, tho? it was in

the Pope's Territories, and. tho? only Rome 
had a Right, they obliged him to depart, 


and ſeek an Aſylum more remote: By theſe 
Proſcriptions he was forced to withdraw, 


and ruined entirely: He at lait got Permiſ- 


ſion to return to Rome, where he was re- 


ceived by his Holineſs with forme Regard, 


but far different from thoſe he had ſhewed 
vefore,. FLEE 
For ine, I was ſo mortified at the ill Suc- 


ceſs of my Negotiations, that I determined 


to renounce all Plea ſure; the Court grew in- 


ſupportable to me, and I only wanted a plau- 


ſible Prerence to quit it, and end my Days

preſent to live entire to mylelt. 


My Enemics did not in the leaſt. make He- 


firation to quality me for a Papilt, and would 


bave brought my Country under the Romiſh 


Yoke: What can I fay to ſuch Calumnies, 


unlets they judge me by my manner of Life, 


thro? all which I have done nothing but what 
ihews me to be a good Proteſtant: The 


Zeal which I ſhew'd for my Religion in my 


Youth, continued to the laſt; I never contra- 
dicted my Sentiments; and if any Body en- 
dea voured to blacken me, the Shame always 
fell upon themſelves, for nothing 15 more 
true, than that thro' my whole Life I endza- 
voured to appear jult as I was; and I believe 


I may fay there never was a better Proteſtant, 


for ] was alway s tound fo in the midit of the 


Catliolick Re!; igion, nav, even in Rome itſelf,

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where I ſaw plainly how they abuſed Religi- 
on, by impoling on ignorant People. 

It would ſeem odd, that in ſo long a Space 
of Time, fince my Departure from Eng/and 
to the preſent Time, that T ſhould not forget 
my Friends and Relations; but no Oppor- 
tunity was more dear to me, than when I 
could ſhew my Regard to them; the Death 
of my Wife, which happened about this 
Time, was the greateſt Affliction J had met 
with; we had ever the molt cordial Love for 
each other, and tho' ſhe was convinced of 
ſome little Follies I had been guilty of, yet 
ſhe never thought the worſe of me; bur my 
real Friends (ot which I may ſay without 
Vanity I had a great Number) thoſe who 
were always ſincerely attach'd to me, and 
who thought me not unworthy of their 
Friendſhip, as they ſhew'd, by recommend- 
ing their Sons to me in their Travels, they 
not only ſhew'd their Friendſhip in Favours 
which I openly received, but in what they 
pet, ĩ 5665 5 
It was ſince I was at Avignon, that I was 
informed of the Death of my Spouſe: I was 
quite inconſolable; all the Nobility came to 
viſit me, to ſhew the Part they bore in my 
Affliction, and Madam de V---- likewiſe, 
which did not a little contribute to make me 
more eaſy; I will give you a Portrait of that 
Lady, to ſhew how amiable ſhe is, and how 
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worthy of the Affection which I had for her: 
She was a Perſon of about thirty, or ſive and 
thirty Years; her Shape was tine and well 
made; {he was of a clear brown Complexi- 


on; her Eyes were very beautiful; her Fea- 


cures were as exact as could be form'd, tho? 
a little pitted with the Small Pox ; ſhe had 
ſomething in her Phyſiognomy that expreſs*d 
the natural Sweetneſs of her Temper, tho' at 


the ſame Time it inſpired her with a certain 


Air of Superiority, which ſeemed to approach 


too near Pride; her Courage was good, but 
too much inclined to Revenge, tho' more 


thro' Vanity than Malice: Join to theſe a 


perfect Diſintereſtedneſs; and this is the Cha- 


racter of her who had engaged my Heart, 
and with whom I ſeemed to be deſtin'd to 
end my Courſe: She was of an antient Fami- 
ly, as I ſaid before, nor was it a Pretence; 


he was of the Family of the illuſtrious Lau- 
ra, ſo well known by the Praiſes of her Lover 


Petrarch, who ſang them ſo delightfully. 


She lived a long Time feparate from her 


Husband, by a voluntary Agreement ; he 
loved nothing but the Country, nor would 


ſuffer her: So that he followed his Inclinati- 


on, and lived according to his Fancy; if the 


Husband came to Town, he lodg'd with his 


Wife, if ſhe went into the Country ſhe was 
received by her Husband; but as to Love, 


they were perpetually at War with each

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other, and their Manner of living together, 
ſeemed to the World as a Sort of a Divorce. 


Her Husband was very well acquainted in 
what Manner T liv'd with his Wife, without 


| being in the leaſt diſturb'd at it: We went ſe- 
veral Times to pay him a Viſit to the Coun- 
try; he received us very civilly, and I ſpent 


the Night with his Spouſe, while he was 


very well contented that I had rid him of the 


Trouble; a ſudden IIlneſs carried him off 
{ome Months after; but ſeveral People ima- 
gined, that it was owing: to the Griet of ſee- 
ing his Wile live in ſuch a Manner, 
Several ſcandalous Aſperſions were caſt out 


to blacken the Character of Madam de V---, 
on Account of his Death, both by the Sud- 


denneſs in which it happened, and the Af- 


fection which I had for that Lady: It was a 
current Report in that Place, that her Vanity 


would make her capable of committing any 
ſuch Action, ſuppoſing that then nothing 
could hinder her being Dutcheſs of Ormond ; 


but what Appearance was there of that? 
Madam de J could not have any Thought 
of ſuch an Alliance: She had nothing to dread. 


from the Side of her Husband, that could 


any Ways embarraſs her Actions ; then what 


Likelihood could there ever be of her being 
my Spouſe; we lived in a Roman Catholick 


Place, where they would aſſuredly never ad- 


miniſter the Sacrament to a Proteſtant ; and 
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J aſſure you, that neither upon that Account, 
or any other, I would abjure my Religion; 
eſpecially as I thought it good, I ſhould ſcarce 
chang: it for one I thought worle. 

Bees, how great would have been her 


Error and mine; we now lov'd without any 


Obligation, only for the Pleaſure which mu- 


tual Paſſion gave us: I was in this of the ſame 


Opinion of Petrarch, and Madam ge V--- en- 
deavoured to follow the Maxims of Laura, 
an Imitation of whom ſhe ſhewed in the 


chie? of her Conduct: Theſe Reflections might 


ſerve to open the Eyes of all who judge right- 
ly of Things. F 
Therefore it was well known that we 
continued to live in an entire Freedom to— 
gether, notwithſtanding all that was faid on 
our Account ; and I was ſo contented with 
my Retreat, that it d1d not a little contribute 
to make me forget my ancient Proſperity, to 
give myſelf wholly up to the Piealures of a 


quiet Life, and waited my Death, which I 


only looked on as a Retirement from the 
World. : 1 

I always kept a Correſpondence with the 
Chevalier, he was now content and happy, 
and had two Sons who were the Hopes of his 
Family; he aſſured me that he was grown fo 


Tranquill, that he ſhould not glory ſo much

I love 
without Jealouſy, and without any thing to 
imbitter the Sweets of Love; I ſpend my 
Fortune more for others Uſe than my own; 


and as I endeavour like a Father, to be be- 


loved by the whole Place, ſo they all eſteem. 
me in that Quality, „ 

I wrote theſe Memoirs to inform Poſterity 
of my Conduct and my Misfortunes, that if 
(as I think) I have not deſerved it; the Sons 


of my cotemporary Countrymen, may forget 


their Father's Uſage, and be no longer my 


Nn2 Enemies; 
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Enemies; and that the Men of War and For- 
tune may find with me, how far prefer able 
the Pleaſures of a retired Life are, to all the 


Honours of haughty Proſperity. 


O! ic ambitious Men could truly Taſte 
this, they would deſpiſe all Thrones, all 
Kingdoms, and Eſtates; theſe are the Senti- 


ments every one ought to have, and which 
are mine in particular; and I hall be happy 


if my Example be of any uſe to thoſe who 
may be in the like Condition. 

I have done all T intend to the End of my 
Courſe, except to pray Heaven to protect my 


Country, and open the Eyes of my Country- 


men; and I ſhall be happy how ſoon ſoever

me, and after Death receive my Spirit into

Head. © FE LS WS dS OIL C7 9-280 k 
On the 28th the Duke had a Conference 
with the Deputies of the States, in order to 
be. inform'd of their Reſolutions taken with 
Prince Eugene, who ſome Days before the

Duke left London, April the gth, under a full 


Reſolution of puſhing on the War with all 
poſſible Vigour; and arriv'd at the Hague, 


Apr. 23. N. S. where he made a Viſit to the 
Perflionary, and diſcours'd with him in the 
Manner his Inſtructions requir'd. When the 


Duke deſir'd to know, VJ hat Plan had been 


agreed upon for the Operations of the Cam-

der him this Campagne: The Duke, being 


very willing that ſo experienc'd an Officer

© to repreſent by depicting the Duke ac- 
coutred in his Armour with his Sword 
© padlock®d to the Ground. _ 

Thus have we brought the Account of 
his Grace's Actions down to the preſent 
Times; a Life replete with the greateſt Vi- 
ciſſitudes of Fortune, thrown from the 
Height of Proſperity and the very Pinacle 


of Honour and Glory, to live obſcure in a 


ſmall Village in a Foreign Country, yet e- 1 


ven there rendering himſelf the Object of 
the Wiſhes and Admiration of his Neigh- 
bours, ſo that he rather deſerve to be en- 
vied than blamed or pitied. Such hath 
been his Conduct, and ſuch his Misfor- 
tunes, that he has attained what may be 
called the Acme or Pitch of humnn Hap- 
pineſs in one Reſpect, which is to have at 
leaſt as many Friends as Enemies. How— 
ever this we may learn from theſe Me- 
moirs which are thus collected, That, how- 
ever proſperous, however high a Stateſman _ 
or General may ſtand in his Prince's and 
the People's Eſteem, he is nevertheleſs lia- 
ble by the leaſt falſe Step to. fall from all 
tis Glory, and perhaps die in low Obſcuri- 
ty and Oblivion. f 5 
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
